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Changeable: often sunny and fairly dry. 


Frontal troughs associated with low pressure 
near Iceland crossed all districts during 

the first few days of the month. On the 6th, 
however, a ridge from the Azores anticyclone 
extended north-eastwards, the centre drifting 
to Scandinavia on the 9th. The British Isles 
then came under the influence of a ridge from 
this anticylone. A complex low-pressure 
system from the Atlantic crossed the United 
Kingdom on the 15th and 16th and fronts 
moved across most districts from the north- 
west on the 18th and 19th; pressure was 
generally high to the west and south-west 
until the 22nd. Fronts and depressions 
affected most parts of the country from the 
23rd onwards. 


Weather 


Most places had rain at the beginning of the 
month and it was windy in the north-west. 
The weather then became mainly dry, particu- 
larly in the south and east, and it was 
sometimes foggy. From the 15th until the end 
of the month rain reached all areas at times, 
but was most persistent in the west and 
north, where there were gales. Showers of 
snow or sleet (Snow mixed with rain) mostly 
affected northern districts and hail showers 
were reported. There were also sunny periods, 
but fog which developed in central and 
eastern England was sometimes freezing and 
widespread. Isolated thunderstorms occurred 
from time to time during the month. 


Wind 


Winds were often fresh or strong on exposed 
northern and western coasts, particularly 
during the first few days and in the last 

week of the month; gales, occasionally 
severe, were also reported. Directions were 
mainly south-westerly at first, becoming 
easterly during the second week. On the 
16th and 17th, however, northerly winds 
swept across all districts, but from the oh 
18th to 19th until the end of the month 
directions were generally between north- 
west and south-west. Most stations recorded 
their highest gusts for the month on the 
16th, 17th or 27th, the wind gusting to at 
least 45 kt at a number of places and 
exceeding 60 kt at a few. 


Temperature 


Monthly mean temperatures were within 1 degC 


of average almost everywhere. They were 
slightly above normal in north and east 
Scotland and in some places in Northern 
Ireland and south-west England; elsewhere 
they were generally a little below average. 
The highest temperature for the month was 
16.7°C at Aldenham (Hertfordshire) on the 
1st, but most places recorded their monthly 
maxima during the third week, when the 
temperature reached 15.5°C at Nettlecombe 
(Somerset) on the 15th and rose to 15.7°C at 
Perth (Tayside Region) on the 19th. Scotland 
had its coldest night of the month on the 
21st, however, the temperature falling to 
-7.3°C at Lagganlia (Highland Region): the 
lowest temperature in England and Wales was 
-7.1°C, recorded at Aylesbury (Buckingham- 
shire) on the 22nd. Persistent fog sometimes 
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caused variations in daily maxima and the 
30th was a very cold day in parts of central 
and eastern England. Ground frost occurred 
fairly frequently in many inland areas, 
rather less often in Devon and Cornwall. 


Rainfall (including melted snow) 


Monthly rainfall totals were between 100 
and 150 per cent of average in the Channel 
Islands, extreme south-west and south-east 
England, at a few places in East Anglia, 

west Wales and the west of Northern Ireland, 


and over much of the western side of Scotland. 


Elsewhere the month was drier than usual; 
less than half the normal amount of rain fell 
in parts of the west and north Midlands, in 
south-east Scotland and at one or two places 
in northern England. Apart from the beginning 
of the month, when most places had rain, it 
was often dry during the first two weeks: 
scattered showers or outbreaks of rain, 
which occurred from time to time, mainly 
affected western and northern districts. 
From the 15th (generally the wettest day of 
the month) onwards, the weather was rather 
less settled, rain spreading to all areas 

at times. A few places, all in the west and 
north, had daily falls exceeding 50 mm from 
mid month; Whitland, in south-west Wales, 
measured 57.4 mm inthe 16 hours from 

09 GMT on the 23rd. Hail showers were more 
frequent in the second half of the month 

and thunderstorms, which were occasionally 
reported earlier, occurred again during the 
last few days. 


Snow 


Snow or sleet showers fell in northern areas 
and in the Welsh mountains during the third 
week and again towards the end of the month. 
Depths of about 10 cm were measured in 
undrifted snow in the Grampians, measure- 
ments decreasing southwards to become 
negligible in the Cumbrian mountains and 
the Pennines. Reports of snow or sleet (snow 
mixed with rain or drizzle) were few and far 
between in other parts of England, although 
there were slight falls in Devon between the 
25th and 30th. The snow did not lie for long,

except on the higher slopes of the Scottish 
mountains. 


Sunshine 


Monthly sunshine totals were below average 
in north-west Scotland, western counties of 
Northern Ireland, Cornwall and in a few 
places on the east coasts of Kent and Suffolk, 
but totals were above normal everywhere else. 
The sunniest places, where totals exceeded 
150 per cent of average, were around London, 
along the coast of north-east England and 

in parts of central and north-west England. 
Manchester/Ringway Airport and Liverpool/ 
Speke Airport, with 89 and nearly 95 hours 

of sunshine respectively, had almost twice 
their normal amount of sunshine for November. 
Many places had long sunny periods at some 
time during the month. 


Fog 


Fog occurred from time to time on coasts and 
hills, often in precipitation and sometimes 
extensively. Overnight fog patches formed 
fairly frequently in inland districts, usually 
clearing around dawn, but there were some 
foggy periods during the month, particularly 
in the eastern half of England. On the night 
of the 10th/1 1th extensive fog, dense and 
freezing in places, developed in central and 
eastern England, affecting these areas on 
several days. The fog became persistent and 
widespread over much of England and Wales 
on the 14th, before clearing by the 16th. On 
the 22nd fog lingered in the Severn valley 
for much of the day and dense, freezing 

fog occurred again in central, east and 
south-east England on the 29th and 30th, 
affecting coastal shipping and disrupting 
road and air traffic. On the evening of 

the 29th 10 people were killed when two 
light aircraft crashed while attempting to 
land in fog at Elstree and at Birmingham/ 
Elmdon Airport. 


Miscellaneous Phenomena 


The aurora was observed in Scotland on 13 
nights.
